HIGH SCHOOL GRADUATING CLASS OF 1911. 


The fifty-fourth annual commence- 


ment of the Newark High School was 
held in the auditorium of the school 
on Thursday evening and a class of 
seventy-six graduates received diplo- 
mas from the president of the board 
of education, Mr. Edward Kibler. 


This is the largest class yet to re-

Palms were plac- 
ed at the side with the colors of the 
class.

.salt, one-quarter of a teas-spoonful ot 
white pepper and a grate of 
nutmeg. 


Simmer for fifteen minutes and strain 
into the bouble boiler containing the 
tapioca. Add more seasoning, if neces- 
sary, and cook for ten minutes longer. 


Cherry Sponge—Soak one-half a. box 


of gelatine in one-half of a cupful of 
cold water. Pit one quart of stemmed 
cherries, steep the pits in one cupful 
of hot water for half an hour,

strain.

sugar, bring to the boiling point and 
boil for three minutes.

cherries, cover and let stand for ten 
minutes then press all through a col- 
ander.

One of the most sensational cases 


herard before a justice of the peace in 
Lie-kins count> for a long time was 
that heard in XowarU Thursday be- 
iore Justice tieoige W. Morton. 
It 


was the case of the State of Ohio vs. 
T. A. Dickerson, a merchant of Jer- 
sey this county, and was sensation- 
al from the fact that Dickerson was 
charged by Ed ward A. Gilbert, 
as 


deputy fire maishal for this district, 
w i t h arson. 


The defendant was charged with 


setting fire to his own store in Jersey 
on the night of Feb. 24, 1011. for the 
purpose of defrauding th.e Queen In- 
surance 'Company, in which company 
lie held a polic> for $944, and it is 
said that he also held policies in oth- 
er companies for amounts aggregat- 
ing $u,ooo. 


When the case was called it was 


found that Justice Horton's 
court 


room was inadequate to acocmmo- 
date the large crowd in attendance. 
In addition to about 30 
witnesses 


that had been subpoenaed, a large 
number of Jersey citizens who were 
interested in the matter were present 
to hear the testimony. 


The court, finding it impossible to 


try the case in the crowded court 
room, adjourned the trial to the court 
loom in the basement of the court 
house. 


Attorney David Sharp of Colum- 


bus represented the state and J. R. 
Fitzgibbon of Newark, the defendant. 


There were a number of exceed- 


ingly knotty questions raised by the 
attorneys on the point of admission 
of testimony which gave the bear- 
ing the appearance of a trial in 
a 
court of fina.1 jurisdiction. 


, The hearing of the case occupied 
all of Thursday and was not finished 
ed until 5 o'clock in the 
evening, 


when Justice Horton, in view of all 
the testimony, bound the defendant 
over to the common pleas court in 
the sum of $500, which he furnished.

AID FROM BRYAN 


Missourtan and Nebraskan Have 


Long Been Friends, 


SERVED IN HOUSE TOGETHER. 


Relations of th« Two Men Interesting 


Now-—Bryan'* Action on Free Wool 
Wa* a Blow at Speaker's Presidential 
Prospects—Much Opposition to Pro- 
posed Parcels Post.

Washington. June 9. — L Special.] — 


Champ Clark: was the only iimu to 
•vvuoiu Bryan contided his determina- 
tion to be nominated, for president in 
184)6. This was some time before the 
national convention assembled. Bryan 
visited Clark for the purpose of talk- 
ing over the situation with him. Clark 
was for "Silver Dk-k" Bland, a Mis- 
souri man, and, of course, could not 
promise Bryan any aid. 


Bryan told Clark that Bland could 


not be nominated. 
Clark and Bryan 


had served together in the house aud 
•were close friends. They luu e remain- 
ed friends ever situ-e. and Clark bus 
supported Bryan and most of his poli- 
cies since Bryan becauio the leader of 
the party. Clark did not think Bryan 
could stampede the convention, and 
•when Bryan told him he would be a 
candidate he was much surprised aud 
thought Bryan was very optimistic 
and visionary. 


Clark's Chances Hurt? 


The relations of the two men fron 


that time become interesting in view 
of the fact that Bryan can do much 
now either to make or mar Clark's 
presidential chances. The tendency of 
his first effort to influence the action 
of the Democratic ^ouse over which 
Clark presides would seem to injure 
Clark's prospects. 


The speaker understood better than 


any other man that free wool was an 
impossibility in the Democratic house 
and assented to the program of the 
ways and means committee.

Other Demo- 
crats are known to be just as hostile 
as Bailey, and it is believed that there 
will be difficulty in gaining the enact- 
ment of a general parcels post law. 


P. V. De Gruw, fourth assistant post- 


master general, who has been in charge 
of rural routes for many years, is a 
strong advocate of parcels post on ru- 
ral routes. He says that such a sys- 
tem will earn at least $15,000,000 every 
year and perhaps double that amount. 
That will enable the establishment of 
one cent postage without taxing sec- 
ond class matter a higher rate.

not in the witness chair, bolstering 
up a bad case for the state of Ohio 
against a black man, but in an insti- 
tution for the 
fcoble-niinded.

Martin said that Valentine was lured 
by the hope of freedom for himself,

Men are placed upon trial only for 


their a^cts^apd . the law can only be 
violated* by"*»rfs of some kind. 
In 


this country we cannot try a man for 
any opinions he may hold. 
A man 


may 
hold 
whatever 
opinion 
he 


pleases on moral and religious ques- 
tions, but if lie does any act he is 
held responsible, 
in law, for those 


acts. 


Now, 
gentlemen, 1 will read the 


formal charge that I have prepared 
for you in this case: 


At the April term, 1910, of the 


court of common -pleas of Licking 
county, Ohio, the grand jury return- 
ed and 
presented 
an 
indictment 


charging the defendant, James Rich- 
ardson, and five other persons, with 
murder in the first degree in the 
killing of one Carl Etherington. 


The law provides that each of the 


defendants must be tried separately, 
and in this case James Richardson is 
upon trial, and no one else; and your 
attention 
is directed solely to the 


guilt or innocence of James Rich- 
ardson. 


The indictment returned by the 


grand jury in and for this county 
finds and presents that James Rich- 
ardson and others, on the 8th day of 
July, 1910, unlawfully contriving and 
intending, by deliberate and premedi- 
tated malice, one Carl Etherington, 
then and there being, purposely to 
kill and murder, in and upon said 
Carl Etherington, then and there be- 
ing, did unlawfully, purposely and 
of deliberate and premeditated mal- 
ice, make an assault, etc., setting out 
in detail and specifically the manner 
and means by which the said Carl 
Etherington was killed and murder- 
ed, contrary to the statute in such 
case made and provided, and against 
the peace and dignity of the state of 
Ohio. 


You will have a copy of this in- 


dictment with you in the jury room. 


By this indictment, the defendant 


is charged with murder in the first 
degree, and included in and forming 
a part of the charge of murder in 
the first degree, this Indictment also. 
under the law of Ohio, charges the 
defendant with murder in the sec- 
ond degree; also with manslaughter 
in the alleged killing of said Carl 
Etherington, in the manner and form 
therein described ; and also with the 
inferior crime of assault and battery, 
and assault against the person of 
said Carl Etherington. 


The indictment returned by the 


grand jury does not constitute any 
evidence that warrants an inference

Hired the same to be done in any 
manner, the deffiulanr 
would

guilty of murder in the second de- 
gree, and such should be your vei- 
lict. 
But unless yon do so find each 


and all of these facts and elements 
o exist beyond a reasonable doubt, 
tie would not be guilty of murder in 
the second degree under the indict- 
ment in this case, and your verdict 
should be accordingly. 


If you do not hnd the defendant 


guilty of either murder in the first 
or second degree, you will next con- 
sider whether the defendant is guilty 
of manslaughter. 
Manslaughter is 


the unlawful killing of another, with- 
out malice, and without deliberation 
and premeditation. 


If you do not find,-under these in- 


structions, and from a careful consid- 
eration of the evidence, beyond a 
reasonable doubt, that the defendant 
is guilty of any of the crimes I have 
defined and explained to you, in- 
cluded in the indictment in this case, 
your verdict should be not guilty. 


Gentlemen of the Jury, if you find 


from the evidence in this case be- 
yond a reasonable doubt, that the de- 
fendant, James Richardson, helped 
to batter the doors of the county jail 
with a steel rail, on the date laid in 
the indicement, for the purpose of 
effecting the entrance of a mob into 
such jail, and securing the person of 
Carl Etherington, in order to unlaw- 
fully kill him, and that said Ether- 
ington was then and there secured 
by said mob and unlawfully killed 
by hanging, he, the defendant, James 
Richardson, would be guilty of one 
of the three degrees of homicide:

By this indictment, the defendant 


is charged with murder in the first

be recognized by you in your deliber- 
ations. 


Before the defendant ran be con- 


victed of murder in the first degree 
as an aider and abettor, the follow- 
ing propositions and facts must be 
proven beyond a reasonable doubt:" 


First -That the said Carl Ether- 


ington was a living person, and that 
he is now dead.

some person, or persons, known or 
unknown, in the manner and by the 
means charged and described in said 
idictment, on or about the Xth day 
of July 1910.

If you find from the evidence be- 


yond a reasonable doubt that said 
Carl Etheringlon was a living per- 
son, and Is now dead; that his death 
lesulted from lynching by one or 
more persons on or about the Sth day 
of July, 11)10; that it occuned in the 
county of Licking and state of Ohio, 
that it was unlawful; that it was 
done purposely and maliciously; that 
the defendant, purposely and with 
malice to accomplish the killing of 
said deceased, aided, abetted or pro- 
cured the same to be done in anv 
manner, the defendant- 
would 
bi> 


guilty of murder in the second de- 
gree, and such should be your vei- 
dict. 
But unless you do so find each 


and all of these facts and elements 
to exist beyond a reasonable doubt, 
he would not be guilty of murder in 
the second degree under the indict- 
ment in this case, and your verdict 
should be accordingly. 


If you do not find the defendant 


guilty of either murder in the first 
or second degree, you will next con- 
sider whether the defendant is guilty 
of manslaughter. 
Manslaughter is 


the unlawful killing of another, with- 
out malice, and without deliberation 
and premeditation. 


If you do not find, -under these in- 


structions, and from a careful consid- 
eration of the evidence, beyond a 
reasonable doubt, that the defendant 
is guilty of any of the crimes 1 have 
defined and explained to you, in- 
cluded in the indictment in this case, 
your verdict should be not guilty. 


Gentlemen of the Jury, if you find 


from the evidence in this case be- 
yond a reasonable doubt, that the de- 
fendant, James Richardson, helped 
to batter the doors of the county jail 
with a steel rail, on the date laid in 
the indicement, for the purpose of 
effecting the entrance of a mob into 
such jail, and securing the person of 
Carl Etherington, in order to unlaw- 
fully kill him. and that said Ether- 
ington was then and there secured 
by said mob and unlawfully killed 
by hanging, he, the defendant, James 
Richardson, would be guilty of one 
of the three degrees of homicide: 
First degree murder, second degree

by you for the sole purpose of en- 
abling you to better apply the evi- 
dence offered at the trial.

to exclude as evidence in itself, any
